THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 

To the Inhabitants of the School district in the town 

of Middleton qualified to vote in district affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said district on the 13th day of March, 1951, at the 
close of town meeting to act upon the following 
subjects: 

1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 

2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

3. To choose a Member of the School Board for 
the ensuing three years. 

4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensa- 
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tion of any other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. | 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees 
in relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of schools, 
for salaries of school district officials and agents, and 
for payment of statutory obligations of the district, 
and to authorize the application against said appro- 
priation of such sums as are estimated to be received 
from the state equalization fund together with other 
income; the school board to certify to the selectmen 
the balance between the estimated revenue and the ap- 
propriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by 
the town. 


9. To see if the district will vote to authorize the 
school board to make application for and accept for use 
for school purposes such funds or grants-in-aid as may 
be obtainable from state, federal, or other sources. 


10. To see if the district will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $119.04 as the district’s share 
of the salary and travel expense of a supervisory union 
music supervisor. The use of such sum to be contingent 
upon the appropriation by the other districts of the 
supervisory union of their respective shares. 


11. To see if the district will vote to authorize 
the school board to sell the Middleton Corner School 
building and use the proceeds for school purposes.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Middleton: 


During the school year of 1949-50 Mrs. Blanche 
Wentworth was the teacher at the Ridge School. Mrs. 
Wentworth’s excellent service as a teacher was much 
appreciated and she was reelected to serve during the 
current year. Mrs. Ruth Anderson, R. N., continues 
to render the same highly efficient and valuable serv- 
ice as during the previous year. 


The Ridge School had an enrollment of 20 pupils 
in the first four grades. Eight pupils in the fifth and 
sixth grades were enrolled at Union, 10 pupils in the 
seventh and eighth grades were enrolled at the junior 
high school at Rochester, and 7 in the senior high 
school. 


During the past summer the inside of the school 
building was painted. It is in a bright, cheerful color 
that makes it an attractive and pleasant room. 


The problem of rising costs of education for the 
school district of Middleton is a serious matter. Dur- 
ing the current year there are 18 pupils registered at 
Rochester and two at Nute High School. One will be 
graduated from Spaulding, and one from the sixth 
grade at Union will move on to Rochester. That will 
give the same total number of 20 during the current 
year. The tuition at Spaulding High School has been 
announced for next year as $209.00. The tuition and 
transportation cost may make it necessary to devise 
some other means of providing education for the 
Middleton children. 


Costs of education in Middleton for 1949-50 are 
shown by the figures below: 

Middleton State Av. 

Total cost per elementary pupil $191.81 $208.57 
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Total cost per high school pupil 155.80 326.34 
Tax rate for school purposes per 
$1,000 equalized valuation 16.60 17.98 


For some years school board members of Super- 
visory Union No. 36 have discussed the matter of 
having a music supervisor for the union. Such a 
supervisor would provide instruction in both vocal 
and instrumental work in the schools of the union. 
The supervisor’s time would be allocated, principally, 
on the basis of the number of pupils in the district. In 
some instances two rooms could be combined for in- 
struction. In general, the supervisor could spend 
about one hour each week in each classroom. In ad- 
dition to actual instruction the supervisor would or- 
ganize the work in music for the teacher to carry on 
during the rest of the week. It is usual for such su- 
pervisors to present one or more concerts at some cen- 
tral place with pupils from all districts participating. 
At the Supervisory Union Budget Meeting held De- 
cember 20, 1950, it was voted to recommend that a 
special article be inserted in each district warrant to 
see if the district will vote to appropriate its share of 
the cost of a music supervisor. The total cost of hir- 
ing a music supervisor, including salary and travel ex- 
pense is estimated at $3,200 a year. Middleton’s share 
of this for next year would be $119.04. 


The active cooperation of the School Board, teach- 
er, pupils, and citizens is gratefully acknowledged.
